tion. The storm, which originated on the 
gulf last night and early today, swept 
northeastward through portions of Alaba- 
ma, central and northern Mississippi and 
western Tennessee and in its northward 
course razed scores of substantial build- 
ings, partially demolished hundreds of 
others, caused a complete demoralization 
of railroad traffic, and cut off tel- 
communication with many 
points in the affected territory. 


Many Towns Isolated. 

Cotton in the fields was blown down by 
the wind, beaten into the ground, and, 
if not totally, badly damaged. Besides

. Fort William, Ont., November 1!8.—In 
the terrific gale which has raged on Lake 
Superior for two days the Canadian 
steamer Theano, Captain George Pear- 
son, yesterday’ struck a rock 4 miles 
east of Thunder Cape, and was wrecked. 
The Amferican steamer Philip Minch, and 
the Canadian steamer Strathcona, were 
also blown ashore during the storm and 
the former may be a total loss. The 
crews of all three steamers are safe. — 

When the Theano struck the wind was 
blowing 50 miles an hour, and the blind- 
ing snow caused the ship to run north 
of the entrance to Thunder bay. The 
steamer struck bow-on and the stern 
swung around against the rocks, crush- 
ing in the steel sides of the ship. The 
crew, numbering twenty- remained on 
the vessel for two hours after they struck 
but they were compelled to take to the 
lifeboats for safety. A few moments 
after the crew had abandoned the wreck 
the boilers exploded and the scattered 
hull] slid off the rock into deep water. 

Almost overcome by exposure, ten mem- 
bers of the Theano’s crew reached Port 
Arthur today, after being buffeted about 
by the storm for half a day in an open 
boat. The lifeboat in which the remain- 
ing half of the crew had sought safety 
was picked up by the steamer Iroquois, 
which brought the men here. The The- 
ano was a steel steamer of 1,646 tons 
and was valuéd at $80,000. It was own- 
ed byethe Algoma Central Railway Com- 
pany and was bound for Fort William 
with a cargo of steel rails.

A railroad employe 
arriving heré“this evening on a hand car 
from Rossville reports the people of that 
place almost in a state of panic, the 
flood being the worst in the town’s his- 
tory. Quantities of loose cotton has 
been washed away as well as many small 
buildings and live stock drowned. For 
a distance of eight miles, between this 
place and Moscow, Tenn., the water is 
from one to six feet deep on the tracks 
of the Southern railway. 

Tonight the Louisville and Nashville 
annulled all night trains from Memphis 
betause of the neakness of the bridges 
across Wolf river. The Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Lous railroad expects to 
have their track in shape to run trains 
by tommorrow. On the Southern road 
all trains are detoured via the Frisco 
and Mobile and Ohio routes. .On the 
other roads, while traffic is greatly de- 
layed, all trains are running. 


DEATH AND DESTRUCTION 
IN THE WAKE OF THE STORM 

New Orleans, November !8.—Storms of 
almost tornado proportions visited sev- 
eral northern Mississippi towns last night 
leaving a trail of death and destruc- 
tion. 

(Because of the prostration of telegraph 
ang telephone wires, it is impossible to 
secure direct information from the strick- 
‘en towns except from passengers arriv- 
ing here on the Iilinois'Central, who haG 
passed through the devastated section. 

Three persons were killed near Okolona 
and a number of houses blown. down and 
others unroofed. : 

At Tchula, a woman and her child 
were burned to death as a result of their 
home being wrecked by the storm and 
set on fire by the.kitchen stove. 

At nearly every other point heard from 
in the northern part of the state houses 
are reported destroyed and great damage 
done to crops in the field. High floods 
are also reported. . 

At Maben, Mr. and Mrs. Benjamin Wof- 
ford were caught in the debris of. their 
home and are believed to be fatally in- 
jured. 

At Winona, where the property loss is 
reported to be gréatest and where forty 
persons are said to be injured, but none 
seriously; the storm was preceded by a 
light rain. Suddenly the wind shifted 
from south to east’ and a terrific elec- 
trical storm broke loose. Lightning 
struck the electric power house and left 
the city in darkness. Then came the de- 
structive wind. The path of the cyclone 
was diagonal through the city and its 
work 6f destruction was accomplished in 
less than five mimutés. The most promi- 
nent buildings damaged were the post- 
office, opera heuse and oi] mill. Many

_ Regarding the allotment of tribal funds, 
the commission «ays that while ne would 
prefer. modifications in the La¢ey bill, 
which passed the house and is now be- 
fore the senaté; he would rather see this 
measure become a.law than to have no 
action taken. . 

Indians have been encouraged during 
the past year to seek labor outside the 
reservations without a showing of bene- 
ficial results, which leads the commis- 
sioner to regard this a valuable means 
of developing self-supporting independ- 
ence. The coeducation of white and In- 
dian children in the public schools have 
been encouraged. To this end contracts 
have been made with county school au- 
thorities wherever practicable and the re- 
sult has been gratifying.

HON. JOSEPH M. BROWN. 
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Astyanax, Romance of Early America, Deals With 
Interesting and Fascinating Subject--Disproves 
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America Took Name 


ON. JOSEPH M. BROWN, Geor- 
H gia’s well-known railroad com- 
missioner, has written a book— 
not as some might suppose, a book deai- 
ing with freight tariffs and kindred dry 
facts. but a real, live book, a work of 
history. and romance, which has been 
declared by those who have perused the 
manuscript to be the _ real Americau 
Epic. 
Itis called “Astyanax, an Epic Romance 
of Ilion, Atalantis and Amaraca,” and it 


will be forthcoming from the press of 
the Broadway Publishing Company eariy 
ir. December. 

The presentation of this work to the 
public is the realization of a dream which 
began when Mr. Brown was still a 
schoolboy. It has been the work 4ai- 
most of a lifetime, and in its prepara- 
tion Mr. Brown has bought and thor- 
oughly studied some two hundred and 
fifty rare books, bearing upon the great 
subject with which he has dealt, and 
involving an expense of some $5,000. 

But what is “Astyanax”’ about? What 
does it deal with? are the questions, 01 
course that everyone will want an- 
swered. 

It is an American epic novel, if that 
expression is permissable, dealing with 
traditionary history of early America, or 
Amaraca, as the continent was then 
known. It will not be attempted here 
to present a review of this remarkabie 
work in advance of its appearance. If 15 
sufficient to note the fact that Mr. 
Brown has issued the book, and sptak 
in a general way of the purposes of the 
author. facts which will be of most in. 
terest to. his numerous friends. 

It may be said, however, that Mr. 
Brown has woven a most original ana 
fascinating romance of Astyanax, prince 
of Ilion, who comes to’ Amaraca anu 
conquers the Aztec king, Guatemozin, 
as a punishment for the abduction of the 
heroine, Columbia.

“It is very well known that up to this 
time I have had very little to say upon 
this question. Al] my writings and talks 
have been dlong the line of Anti-Saloon 
—— agitation, education and organ- 
ization. I have attempted to inform the 
people ‘ppon the work of the league, what 
it stood for, and what its purposes 
were. But while this was being done I 
have not been idle, and I have learned 
something of conditions existing in the 
city, and think I know pretty well the 
men in Atlanta who cannot be. relied 
upon in the coming contest. I have 
been engaged in this Anti-Saloon League 
work for more than two years, have 
Studied the work, and have studied con- 
ditions, and think I am in pretty good 
position to inform the people of Fulton 
county that the Anti-Saloon League is 
not going into this movement blind- 
folded. To those who are so much con- 
cerned albout ‘failure,’ ‘leadership,’ etc., 
let me say that the movement will be 
amply provided with able and competent

“This Anti-Saloon League movement is 
no little pet scheme of a few local ‘tem- 
perance cranks,’ but it is a nation-wide 
movement, and has a reserve force that 
I suspect a few Atlanta people are not 
aware of.

There 
are a. few, and a very few, who seem to 
think this an inoportune time, but the 
great mass of the ministry and the 
churches of this county are in for re- 
moving the saloon, and as sure as there 
is a God in heaven, they will work for 
it. A number of ministers present Fri- 
day after noon asked us fo rcopies of the 
petition, promising to get all their male 
members to sign them, one of them say- 
ing all of my members will sign it Dui 
one. 

“When the fifty petitions to be cir- 
culated in this county have been present- 
ed, and every registered voter asked to 
sign them, it will then be seen what kind 
of backing there is to this movement.

Returned From Texas 
Convention. 


William D. Upshaw, the editor of The 
Golden Age, has just returned to the city 
from a trip to Texas, where he attended 
the sessions.of the genera] Baptist con- 
vention of Texas.

Those pres- 
ent included Chairman of the Canal Com- 
mission Shonts, Chief Engineer Stevens 
and their wives, Secretary Latta and 
Surgeon Genera] Rixey. The secret ser- 
vice men, with the presidential party 
dined at an adjoining house. 


Pleased With the Work. 

At 8:30 o'clock President Roosevelt 
reached pler No. !!, where there was an 
enthusiastic gathering of at least eight 
hundred persons, principally canal em- 
ployees at Cristobal and other points 
along the line.
